Revy’s Guns - Sword Cutlass 


The Beretta M92 pistol was officially adopted as the primary sidearm of the 
USS. military in 1985, replacing the venerable 45 cal Colt M1911A1. The design 
is very popular with police and military forces around the world and has been 
licensed in numerous countries, notably Brazil, which produces the Taurus 
PT-92. The M92 uses the 9mm Parabellum cartridge (9x19mm) and has a 
15-round magazine. 


The pirates of old used swords and cutlasses to take over their oceangoing 
prey. Revy, a modern-day pirate, is fully up-to-date, wielding her Praiyachat 
‘Sword Cutlass Special, a pair of customized Beretta M92's. Revy's gunsmith 
has given each gun a longer barrel and slide, and the safety has also been 
modified. The grips are made of ivory and have a skull engraved on them. 
Custom modifications lke these cost alot but improve the fit of the weapon to 
the user and her preferred shooting style. Revy might be cheap, but when it 
comes to the tools of her trade she obviously doesn’t compromise. 


Editor's Note 


Ginji’s Sword - Shirasaya 


In Japanese shirasaya (E1¥8) literally means “white scabbard” 
and is the traditional way to store a katana. It consists of a simple, 
featureless wooden scabbard and hilt. The Japanese katana of 
course has a much more decorative hilt and scabbard, but keeping 
these attached when not on display can damage the blade, thus 
‘specialized storage furniture is necessary. 


Ginj's use of a shirasaya type sword continues the cinematic 
tradition of their use by the yakuza. In Japan, real swords with 
a cutting edge are strictly regulated and registered. By utilizing 
shirasaya, yakuza avoid legitimate sword handlers and therefore 
any unwelcome paperwork and scrutiny by the law. These 
types of swords are also generally cheaper due to their lack of 
ornamentation, and the smooth scabbard makes the shirasaya 
much easier to carry concealed under a coat. Not that Ginji needs 
to hide it—if he’s got it in his hand you know he means business! 
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
